The other is to stand pat and 
run the obvious dangers attendant 
on the M ahatma’s death. 
Ifs a difficult decision for any 
government to make, and the hour­ 
glass is emptying fast as it marks 
the span of the Mahatma’s flicker­ 
ing life.

Well, I failed to 
find a single Indian leader who 
didn’t regret the collapse of the Sir 
Stafford Cripps' parleys last summer 
and who didn’t want to see them re­ 
sumed. 
On that basis there would 
be a quick response. 
Most important of all I was in­ 
formed that Gandhi himself, whose 
adherance to his ideals and policies 
sometimes borders on the obstinate, 
undoubtedly would be willing to 
make concessions, provided there
